Average Reactions 

This deadlock of logic ap- 
pears clear only to the super- 
statesmen on top. Down on 
the level where ordinary 
French people work, think, 
play and read, the logic is 
buried by a layer of countless 
emotional episodes and ques- 
tions which make it almost 
impossible for them to see the 
logic clearly. Here are some

Item: Echo of Dr. Schacht 
For a deeade, economists have 
been analyzing Hitler econom- 
and decided it was free 
de in reverse. The trick 
that Dr. Schacht, Nazi financ- 
ial wizard. learned was that 
Germany should get itself in 
iebt to its neighbours. Then, 
holding billions of blocked 
marks, they would have .to 
buy German exports at Ger- 
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ings, the city hall, the church, 
the schools, the stores, were 
put to the torch. At Oijgnies, 
by the same means, the Ger- 
mans set fire to 500 houses 
and shot — as at Courrieres 
— every man they met

armchair. A young man of 
17, sick, was hauled from 
his bed and forced to dig his 
own grave Finaliy, to end 
French resistance, the Ger- 
mans pushed in front of them 
women and children.

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
was at the same time in- 
censed at French resistance 
to a new German army.
